A SHORT account of the experience of my late dear 
and valuable Brother, having appeared in the Ar- 
menian Magazine for the year 1787, ſeveral of our 
relations, as well as others, have expreſſed a wiſh to 
ſee it printed in a ſmall tract by itſelf, that it might 
be more generally known. 


In compliance with this requeſt, I now ſend it into 
the World in its preſent form: having this wiſh in 
View, that very many may be induced to follow his 
example; and ſo become acquainted with the ſame 
God, die in peace, and live for ever, 
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Make no pretenſions to literary qualifications; 
neither is it a deſire of becoming an author that 
induces me to publiſh the following account; but 
believing that the exetnaplary life, and happy death 
of my dear brother will be of ſervice to the people 
he was connected with, I think it my duty to de- 
clare what I know concerning him. 

He was born at Aculy, near Thirſt in Yorkhire, 
1757, of poor but honeſt parents, who gave their 
children as good an education as their circumſtances 
would allow; for which we have much reaſon to be 
thanktal. 

When my Brother was about ſeventeen ycars of 
age, 1 bad concern for my ſoul: and going to ſee 
my father, 1 enireated my Brother to go with me 
to hear the .4zethudiſts. On his refuial, I ta!ked 
with hi; about tie value of our fouls, and the ne- 
ceſſity of wing all potiible means for ſecuring our 
ſa., ation. + houch he ſlighted me and my counſel 
for a year and u half, when he faw religion did not 
renter rac un:-:indful of the common duties of life, 
be grew triendly. About a year after he told me, 
inat, to h's knowledge, he had not committed a fin 
for the lait five or ſix * without being reproved 
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in his own cenſcience for it: notwithſtanding which 
he withſtood the workings of the Spirit, intending 
thereby to ititte his convictions. 

About this time he came to Scarborough; and not 
finding work here went to FFhitby, where he ſtaid 
the following ſummer. There he often heard the 
goſpel, which, together with the example and con- 
veriation of his maſter, (Mr. J/illiuam Ripley) diſ- 
covered his fins, alarmed his fears, and made bitter 
his carnal pleatures; yet he endeavourcd to turn a 
_ ear both to the threatenings and promiſes of 

od. 

Ihe following winter he returned to my father's 
again, where he continued to follow the deſires of the 
fleſh; and as he could not ſerve two maſters. he caſt 
off all reſtraint, ud would not have Jeſus to reign 
over him. | 

Towards the latter part of ſummer, 1779, the 
Lord opened his eyes more fully, and ſhowed him 
the excceding ſinfulneſs of fin: when the following 
Scfiptures were deeply impreſſed on his. mind, If ye 
die in your fins, where I am ye cannot come :—[x- 
cept ye be converted, and become as little cluldren, 
ye cannot enter into the kingdom of heaven, &c. 
On this he began to pray more earneſtly than he had 
ever done before; and often put that queſtion to him- 
ſelf, ho can endure everlaſting burning? * ho 
can dwell with devouring fire? He now ſaw that 
every thing from which he had formerly ſought hap- 
pineſs, was nothing but vanity and vexation ot tpirit, 
When I viſited him that winter, { knew not 
that I ever faw a penitent fo exactly like Hegi, 
as he was; for he mourned like a dove; and tleep- 
ing and waking, Mercy! Mercy! Mercy! was all 
his cry. Now he forſeok all his old companions in 


* fin at once, and his Kible became his chief countel- 


lor; together with a little book his la. dlad/ put into 
His box, when he he left Vhith,, called “ A choice 


Drop of Honey from the Rock Chriſt,” I ſtopped 
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with him at my father's near a week, and ſpoke to 
him of the Lord Jeius as well 2s 1 could. 

About a tortnight after I Jett him, he wrote to me 
the following account : 

Dear Brother, 

« One night going to bed in great d:ſtreſs, I began 

to cry for mercy. hen [I fell atleep, I dreamed 

that I heard a voice ſay, Believe nt: Chriſt. I alſo 
thought that I ſaw a face, exceedingly bright, look. 
through the window. On this I awoke, and found 
. the load of guilt entirely gone, and the ſting of death 
taken away. In crying for mercy in my tleep, the 
agony of my ſoul was ſo great, that When I awoke 
I was in a bath cf ſweat.” 

A little after I received the following account 
from him. „ hen I come to reflect on the love of 
God to my foul, I am loſt in wonder and amaze- 
ment! hat a change hath he wrought in a little 
time! How was I gratifying my flelhly appetites, 
and wandering on the dark mountains of fin and 
folly? Furtuing them. with all the heat and vigour 
of youth, till the Lord thone into my ſou}, = diſ- 
covered the cheat.“ 

He now found his ſoul at libe:ty, and was zealous. 
in reproving and exhorting others, both rich and 
poor, as occaſion offered: exceedingly longing for 
jw ſalvation cf all, eſpecially his parents and bre- 
thren. 

June 7. 1781, he wrote as follows: «TI have late- 
ly been led to feel my need of being delivered from 
inbred ſin, and of poſſeſſing all the mind that was 
in Chriſt Jeſus. I ſee nothing unclean can dwell in 

heaven. I feel it is only fin that cauſes unhappineſs. 

I find tempers in me contrary to the will of God, 

which cauſe many a ſtruggle. One night I went in- 

to a private place, intending not to came out of it 

| till the Lord had cleanſed my ſoul. As foon as [ 

| got there, thoſe words "ou impreſſed on my mind, 
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Doſt thou now believe :I replied, Not now! O 
tue viretchedneis of my heart! Yet I can at times 
rejoice in the Lord and bleſs his name for trials. 
le is making me more and more acquainted with 
my ovin heart. This morning my peace is 
as à river. The Lord is my Shepherd: I. 
thall not want as long as I continue in his fold. - O 
that we may never ſtray from him! I defire to be 
paſſive in his hands, and always Inimble before him. 
thank him for ſending his ſervants among us. 
We have no nced of periſhing for lack of know- 
ledge. O Prother, what nesd have we to mind 
that exhortation, Be nct conformed to this world! 
Go thou rather, and preach dellverance to the cap- 
tives, and the opening of the priſon to them that 
are bound: extorting them to come out from among 
the wicked (as far as buſineſs permits) and not to 

touch the unclean thing. 5 

From this time till his returning to Thitiy (in 
the beginning of 1783) I have only by me two let- 
ters; the ſubitance of which is as follov's: 

« Dear Prother, 

« If I was to tell you the many trials I am exerciſed 
with, perhaps you would not believe me. I ſome- 
times think the devil rejoices over my unfaithfulneſs. 
Someti nes I reaſon about ſcveral parts of Scripture, 
which I cannot underſtand ; ſometimes about going 
trom this place; at others, about changing my ſtate 
in life. Sometimes I think ] muſt either do this or 
go back into Ezypt. Laſt week I was led by the 
devil and my carnal heart, into a temptation that 
might have ruined me; but the good Lord pre- 
vented me from entering into it. O what matter 
of thankfulneſs is this! I ſee I want the heart of a 
little child. My carnal heart is my greateſt enemy. 
O that I could be careful for nothing!“ 

In the other letter he ſays, © i find much favour 
fromthe men of th: world, v ich oftenmakes me ex- 
amine myſe'f; becauſe there iz a wo pronounced 
againſt the man yho all ſpeak vet of, Dear Bro- 
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ther, I find great need of humility; that is, of being 
little in my own eyes. For what is worldly honcur, 
pleaſure, profit, or any other creature-good, to the 
love of God in Chriſt Jeſus! I have lately fed on 
ſubſtantial food. "There has been an intercourſe 
opened between God and my ſoul; and I feel a de- 
fire to cleave to him with full purpoſe of heart. 1 

find myſelf delivered from many wandering thoughts 
which I was once addicted to. At preſent 1 find 
no more creature-love than in my infancy. I find 
that Scripture fultiiled in me, The Lord ſatisfies the 
hungry with good things.” From this time I do 
not remember that he ever lo a ſenſe of the love of 
God; but walked in the Jight of his countenance 
in a higher or lower degree. 

Soon after he came to //hithy, I diſcovered an al- 
teration in his ſpirit. I cannot give a regular ac- 
count of his experience here; but I know his heart 
longed for all that is contained in that precious pro- 
miſe; © From all your idols, and from all your filthi- 
neſs will I cleanſe you.” 

Being obliged this ſpring, to leave off working, 
on account of an ague, he writes as follows: 

My dear Brother and Siſter, 

« I take this opportunity of informing you that 
Jam obliged to leave off working. But, bleſſed be 
God! it was never better with me than now; I have 
not the leaſt doubt but the Lord will keep me to the 
day of jeſus Chriſt. Laſt Sunday ſe ennight, when 
Mr. Collins had done preaching, and was concluding 
with prayer this promiſe, „ will, be thou clean,“ 
was powerfully applied to my ſoul. Since that time, 
in my foreſt atflictions, I have not found the leaſt 
murmuring. On PF ueſday night { was attacked by 
an agae-tit; but while my body was burning with 
the fever, my foul was io on fire for God, that I 
could nut but preach to ali who were near me. At 
preſent I find a deterinination, whether in heal 
or lickne.s, to be wholly the I. ord's.“' 
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As he now more fully poſſeſſed the mind whic!: 
was in jeſus, he began to be more in earneſt in do- 
ing good to the ſouls and bodies of men. He began by 
viliting the ſick, and then by calling ſinners to re- 
pentance, both in public and private. But his zeal 
carried him beyond his ſtrength. For now his un- 
remitted labours broke his conſtitution very faſt. It 
is thought by ſome, that he laid the foundation of 
his diſorder by preaching; but I cannot think that, 
tor he had frequent bleedings before, and had been 
often poorly; but it is likely his ſpeaking ſo often 
increailed his complaint. | 

As this ſcripture was continually impreſſed on his. 

mind, Thou God ſeeſt me, he enjoyed the bleſſed- 
neſs of the man that feareth always. Hence no chit- 
chat, no jeiling, or fooliſh talking proceeded out of 
his mouth. Nor could he endure it in others; for 
if he could not put a ſtop to it where he was, rather 
than have any fellowſhip with the workers of dark- 
neſs, he would leave the place. 

As a leader, he tenderly loved the people under 
his care. He encouraged the weak and wavering ; 
but careleſs profeſſors, whether rich or poor, he re- 


proved ſharply, that they might be found in the 


Taith. His zeal and piety gained the hearts of the 
people, amongſt whom he laboured; and I believe 
many of them will remember the profit they recei- 
ved — him to their lateſt moments: And that he 
might be better able to ſerve God himſelf, and to in- 
ſtruct others; he was diligent in ſearching the Scrip- 
tures. He was alſo conſtant at the table of the Lord, 
and at all meetings of the Society. 

As to his creed, he believed that God had no 
pleaſure in the death of a ſinner; that Jeſus gave 
himſelf a ranſom for all; that we are juſtified by 
faith; and that the blood of Chriſt cleanteth from 
all ſin. | 

The following extracts from his own letters will beſt 
Muſtrate his experience in the latter part of his life. 
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About Auguſt 1783, he writes thus: © Tt was 
never better with me than now. I live more in 
heaven than ever I did: and the world is under my 
feet.” About a month after, he wrote thus: © Lait 
Sunday I went to a little village near the Bay, (the 
ſecond time I ſpoke in public) Me houſe: was filled 
with people, and my foul was filled with God. My 
thirſt for his glory does much increaſe. Do remem- 
ber me in your near approaches to God. I feel my 
thirſt for creature-happineſs entirely quenched ; and 


the language of my heart is, Lord leave me here, 


or carry me to any place, only let me be doing and 
ſuffering thy will! 1 think my thirſt for ſouls is not 
fo eager as I could wiſh; notwithſtanding that, I reſt 
in God. I never go into my. cloſet, but t pray for 
you; and the Lord wonderfully bleſſes me. Tell 
me, do you live near to. Jeſus? i hope my ſiſter and 
Betty (if not in. poflefſion of it) are ſeeking that 
love which caſteth out all fear that hath torment.. O 
what a jewel is this! It is worth felling all to-purchaſe.. 
I believe Miiliam Ripley is likely ſoon to change 
earth for heaven: The good Lord gave him a bright; 

ſetting ſun!” FI 

In other letters he ſays, hat a comfortable 
ſtate, when we are made free from fin. I enjoy an 
uninterrupted peace from day to day, and feel my- 
felf an utter ſtranger to all below. 

« There is nothing like Mary's place. My ſouk 
at preſent is happy at the feet of jeſus. | 

« I have had contimual ſtruggles with temptations, 
before I began. to preach, The other night I viſited 
a ſick woman. who cried out fer mercy; her ſorrow 
was turned into joy; this was the Lord's doings. I 
am encourage to travel on, and hope I ſhall never 
grow weary in well doing. 

« My ſoul exults in od] W hat bright views of 
endleſs felicity? ¶lory be to my dear Redeemer! My 
Maſter Ripley is going to reap the reward of his la- 
bour. O what a preacher of holineſs! What hold 
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of God! O how happy! how ſatisfied! Tell my 
lifter, there is nothing like purity of heart. Venture 
on the Lord with ine little ſirength you have; ſtrive 
to believe in Chriſt! Lay hold, and he whom you 
ſeck will ſuddenly come to his temple! I hope Bet- 
ty's motto is holineſs to the Lord. O, Beth, deny 
ourſeit, take up the croſs and follow the bleeding 
Lamb witherſoever he goeth! The Lord will help 
you; my dear, cleave to him with full purpoſe of 

ieart,”” | 
Preſently after he wrote as follows! “ My dear re- 


lati:ns, laſt Sunday brother Sf:14 and 1 travelled' 


about twenty miles. I preachcd twice, and gave fe- 
veral little books away. When I came home I 
ipoke again. In ſo doing I grew very warm, and 
after that got cold. I have been poorly fince, but 
am better at preſent. My mind allo has been in the 
fire of temptation; but now I feel the ſpirit of the 
Lord giving me liberty. O how much hath the 
Lord had to do with me! and how little do I know 
of myſelf or him! I ſometimes think to leave off 
ſpeaking, and come to your Route, hoping that a 
little reſt may reſtore my weak body. hut O time 
is ſhort! How many are there who are periſhing for 
lack of knowledge? and how tew lay it to heart? O 
let us, more han ever, pray for Zion's peace! | have 
not had a doubt of entering the promiſed land theſe 
two years.“ | 

About this time he wrote as follows to Mary NM cd- 
horſe, ſlie being from home, Year Siſter, After ad- 
dreſſing the Lord, ; fit down to comn:unicate a littie of 
my experience to you: ighteen years : have been 
certain, that here man has no certain dwelluig- place; 
nor can we call any thing we have our own. A little 
While, i have been atteinpting to give back what I 
have received; but ( how feebie the attempt how 
unfruitful have been! yea, how oft have . run 
counter to light from heaven! but who have I had to 
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deal with? A God gracious and merciful, a friend 
above, who ever lives to make interceſſion for me! 
I fee he deſerves my whole heart. and trom a know- 
ledge of my great obligation to him, I fully intend. 
to pleaſe lum in all things; O let you and I do his 
will on earth, as angels do above! 

„For this i may he give us larger meaſures 
of his ſpirit. Since 1 faw you I have felt an abidin 
in Jeſus: his love has, and does raviſh my ſoul: 
am ſtil] wailing to ſee his uttermoſt ſalvation. | have 
got upon the borders of the holy way, and hope to 
get good footing upon its plaia. I fee God is ready 
to open our hearts, that they may be all a heaven for 
ever, filled with God! Give my love to your mo- 
ther; and remind her of thac precious promiſe, I 
will pour my ſpirit upon thy feed, and my bleſſing, 
upon thy offspring. Your liſters ſeem ſteady, O 

that you may be ail a ſeed to ierve God! Remember 
you are called to holineſs; and that, as well as ail the 


glorious bleflings of che goſpel, is received by taith. 


« \'.e have iolt both our preachers for a ſeaion, aut 
not their God. « have felt a little pain, that i am 
not ſo able to labour this conference tin e as laſt: do 
heip me, as in times palt, by your pra.ers. believe 
the :,ord will guide us by his cogiulei, and afterwards. 
receive us to glory. | 

Soon after he wrote as follows: © Dear Brother 
and viſter, I am now convinced what my diforder is; 
the ſymptoms of a conlumprion increate; aud! be- 
lic e I thail ſoon altogetiier leave off working. 1 with 
to Le at my brother's houſe, that i may get a :itle 
help in my colic ts, if they co:ne in my way. At 
preletit my tyul exalts in_redeeming love, and I 


hope, wiule U live, to «vice with joy unſpeakable. 
| My deu brother, do pray for me.“ 


s neon ieil ou f, ducdeily, that he could not 
be reno, they tetel gd wwe ro VMiby. 1 found 
hie gaipuig ic. ic. i Hy defire, he coulented to 
have a phy ficlan. When the phyliecau came to lum 
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he ſaid, © You want to keep me from heaven; but 
you know my diforder mocks the power of medi- 
cine.” After many a ſevere ſtruggle, about one 
o'clock. in the morning, he lay motionleſs for ſome 
time: we thought he was dead; but iff a little time 
one perceived his pulſe to move. hen he came to 
himſelf he faid, © I have had a glorious fight of hea- 
ven.” After this he recovered very faſt. hen I 
left him, he agreed to follow me to Scarborough as 
ſoon as he was able. But before he came, he 
wrote us the following letter: 

My dear relations, the Lord ſtrengthens my bo- 
dy in a remarkable manner. I am waiting an op- 
portunity of getting to your houſe, to ſtay with you 
two or three weeks. I have been tempted to think 
the Lord dealt hardly with me, in not taking me to 
himſelf. But I hope I ſhall praiſe him more than 
ever, and be a gainer by what | have ſuffered.” 

Preſently after he came here, and was with us and- 
near us about a month; but I do not think he ex- 
ulted in his Saviour ſo much as when he was acting 
for God. He ſeemed, however, quite reſigned, and 
was only jealous leſt he was not doing all he could. 
Several good men talked to him of what they thought 
was his Call, when he received their advice very 
kindly; but reſolved to wait till the Lard diſcovered 
His will to him. The ſtate of his mind will be beſt 
known by a letter he now ſent to a perſon at Mhitly, 
whom he intended to make the partner of his life. 

Dear Siſter, I am driven into a wilderneſs; but 
am ſtill under my gracious Father's wings. I would 
have been at J/h:tby to-day, but am ſolicited by my 
friends to ſtay a little longer. I am determined to 
uſe all prudential means for my recovery, and then 
leave the event to the Judge of all the earth. I am 
almoſt as ſtrong as ever; but not free from my con- 
ſumption. I have preached a little in this Circuit; 
but do not intend it any more as yet. I caſt myſelf 
on the mercy of God; my lite is in his hands, I 
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fhall never forget the goodneſs of God tous both, 
in not ſuffering us to go togeti:cr before this: tien 
would you have been more immediately a partner of 
my ſufferings; but the Lord is good in all his ways. 
I hope you and | ſhall yield ourſelves up unto him. that 
we may find he worketh all his good pleaſure in us. I 
think, if I am called to work any more for God in 
a public way, it is at /;;tby: but in this I am not 
clear. I am adviſed by the reachers to give myſelf up 
wholly to the work of calling ſinners to the Lamb 
of God. At preſent | find much refignation, and 
hope that the Lord will give me all the direction I 
want. Alas! hat need of fo much care? W hat 
is my life? TI hope, my dear Folly, while you have 
ſtrength you will be eyes to the blind, aud feet to 
the lame. I know you are careful in watching the 
motions of Providence in your preſent ſtate. I. ive 
to God. Then, however Heaven may diſpoſe of 
you, or ſuffer you to be exerciſed, your life thall be 
ſpent in praiſes. Look, my Dear, unto the ſinner's. 
Friend! Keep in memory his croſs and paſſion; aid, 

through faith, vou ſhall every moment feel he died 
| vou. | 

© In this Circuit the kingdom of Satan ſhakes. O 
that the mighty power of God would throw it down! 
I hope my dear friends at Mhitly are ſtriving who 
can fink deepeſt into all the depths of humble love, 
and riſe higheſt into all the life of God. 

« | hope you have a little Church in your own 
houſe; and that your mother and ſiſters have faith 
in the promiſes. Dear ſiſters, believe till you feel 
the thoughts of your hearts cleanſed: believe, and 
heaven is yours. O bleſſed port! may we all land 
fafe there] I remain the ſame as ever. C. M.“ 

After he returned to Hiily he wrote as follows: 
« Lately I ſpoke to our people; my heart being 
warm, I forgot my body, and cut myſelf up. Yet 
my dear Lord wonderfu Y ſtrengthens me for a little 
more public and private labour, The Sabbath be- 
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fore laſt, [ went twelve miles; ſpoke thrice: my la- 
boats were ſweet, and | hope not in vain. Laſt 
Suirday I Was in the country, and ſpoke to a large 
company. O what multitudes yet periſh for lack of 
knowiedge, and how ſew ſhow them any pity ! Thanks 
be io God, he proportions my ſtrenath to my work, 
I feer n y neart big with deſire that all may have an 
intereſt in the Redeemer. wy body oft wants reſt, 
yet ] find peace of mind; and the Lord is my por 
tion.” 

Jo a letter I fent him, preſſing him to leave all, 
and give himſelf to the lite he was adviſed to, he re- 
turned the following anſw er: 

« ivay dear brother, i did not think to have heard 
from you, in the manner I have. but I believe my 
intereit lies near you; therefore 1 will not chide: [ 
Can receive It thankiuliy. God knows ] can abandon 
all tiethly defires tor the Redeemer's glory; and if 
called by God to-morrow to ſpend and be ſpent, I 
hope I ſhall leave all, aid follow my bleeding i.ord. 
My foul of late has had a flirong hold cf God, and 
has felt his ſupporting arm. I am glad to hear the 
Lord is work:ng with you. May he continue to 
ride on gloriouliy!”? 

February 4. 1786, he faid, “I am very poorly : 
my complaints increaſ2 daily. Yet amidit all . live 
upon the bounty of heaven, and find faivation tor 
walls and bulwarks. Salvation is of the oro, and 
he is ny {ure defence. | trut} in his will. his way 
with me is paſt hnding out, but i ihall know it here- 
after. I nave perfe. * "reſt; and, glory be to Cod! 
my engagements, though very clole, never touch my 
ſpirit, nor ſtop the u.tercourie be'v.een God and my 
ſou! ”7

Feb. 15. Seeing us affecled, he ſaid, © te not. 
concerned for me. All will te well. ſhall be 
happy.“ I faid, we have no au wu that; yet we 
cannot help being alte-.ed vhen we tee you fo af- 
ſlicted. ell, weil (ſaid he) it is a loving God 
that lays it on! O ſweet reit! dweet refignation! Pain 
is caſe indeed] Nothing but Chriſt all the way through! 
Glory be to God! Glory be to od! 1 always ab- 
horred trifling. O it is good to he zealous in a good 
eauue ! I uſed to have a little untempered zeal; but 
lately re:igion has been pure and tweet; but moſt 
ſo now. I have had many a precious viſit from the 
Lord; praifed be his name! ell, probably I ſhall. 
lee my Matter ſoon, and. many other. dear friends 
who are gone to heaven!” 

Feb. r6. I his was a day of ſharp affliction, yet 
in comparing his ſutierings to what his fins deſer- 
ved, he ſung eight or ten times, © Glory be to God! 
Precious « hriſt! &c. 

Feb. 17. tle was much inwardly convulſed, but 
at different times he was very ſenſible, and cried out, 
„Come, Lord Jeſus; come quickly!” At night I 
ſaid, you have had two hard ſtruggles to-day. He 
anſwered, < ell, the Lord helped me!” 

Feb. 18. He was happy. Mr. Collins coming 
to ſee him, when he was at prayer, he ſeemed wrapt 
up in the ſweet embraces of his Beloved. He wept 
and then ſung, «© Glory be to God! | have had a 
fight of the tlurd heaven! Heaven is ſure | Heaven 
is ſure!” 

Feb. 19. He appeared fo lightſome, that I con- 
ceived hopes of his recovery. Two friends from. 
Ihitby corning to ice him, he ſaid, I am happy 
I reſt in the will of God! I am free from defires, 
excepting this, to be diſſolved and to be with Chriſt !”? 

Feb. 20. He had a fore fever on him all night. 


When I ſpoke to him, he ſaid, My hope is full! 
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O glorious hope!“ Towards night my wife heard 
him fay, eight or ten times over, “ lory be to God! 
Precious Chriſt! Sweet ſeſus !” \\ hen the went 
near him, he fai O I am happy ! i hwe felt the 
fwe-tnels of his. love :”” and then lang priies to his 
Redeemer as before, 

Feb. 24. ne aſking how he did? he ſaid, 
«I am incapable of thinking much, ſu h is my dif- 
order ; but i know that the Lord is with me, and 
will be with me to the end. When | have eaſe, then 
my foul truly exults in God.” This night, about 
eight o'clock, he had a ſweet viſit from God, and 
began talking with him: which 1 overheard as I was 
writing behind the curtain. Firit he took a view of 
what the Lord had done for him on this lide the 
grave, and ſang praiſes on that account. Then he 
ſpoke of what he hoped for in heavon; viz. how he 
hould mingle his notes of praiſe with the blood- 


waſhed throng, &. Having now a ſweet foretaſte of 


heaven, he ſaid, «© Lord ſeſus, it is enough! It is 
enough! Come Lord Jelus ! Come Lord jyetus! I ty 
will be done! It is ſwcet! It is ſweet!” 

He then began to pray for us, that we might be 
kept from the ſpirit of the world, and that a bleſſing 
might reſt upon all we put our hands to. He alſo 
prayed that the Jord would bleſs thoſe who attended 
him in his Hlneſs: but more eſpecially his parents, 
their children, and their children's children; that 
God would terrify them by dreams or viſions of tlie 


night, or uſe any other means fo that not one of 


them might periſh. He then prayed for the t reach- 
ers of the Goſpel, that the Lord would fill them 
with his Spirit. Ihen for the whole world, that he 
would halten his kingdom; and laitly, that till that 
glorious time, he would take care of all his churches 
in different places, by ſetting over them nurſing fa- 
thers and nurſing mothers, and faithful overſcers. 
"Thus he continued in. prayer and interceſſion for a 
conſiderable time, and. concluded by crying out, 
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with all the ſtrength he had, Come Lord Jeſus ! 
Come quickly! But thy will be done !” | 

hen we were about taking leave of him for this 
night (not knowing we had overheard him) he ſaid, 
* O I have been happy to-night! What a precious 
viſit! 1 do not ſay it is the beſt 1 ever had; for I have 
had many precious ones from him. But O what 
Joy! Get this great ſalvation! It is a precious pearl | 
Get his image! Get his image! and then you will 
be happy! Live near to God! Breathe in 8 
Watch and pray. They ſtand or fall together. Be 
earneſt, I was as much convinced of my want of 
full falvaticn as of the pardon of my ſins.” After 
ſpeaking thus, till his ſtrength was almoſt exhauſted, 
he ſaid, My body is weak; but the Lord is ſtrong.” 

Feb. 25. In Gre affliction his ſoul had reſt in. 
God. His language was, I feel no murmuring! 
Chriſt is my all.” 

Feb. 26. To one who came to ſee him he ſaid, 
« feel nocomplaining; nowith; no will but God's.“ 

March 6. He had little eaſe of body, but ſweet 
reſt in his foul. To one who came to fee him he 
ſaid, O precious Chriſt! He is precious ! I lie in 
his arms !” On my aſking if he had ever a thought: 
of a text for a funeral ſermon ? he ſaid, © I might 
have thought of one; for his word has been very 
ſweet to me ever ſince I knew him. But what am 
I? Duſt, duſt, duſt ! When I drop, let all drop with 
me.“ 

March 7. He ſaid to me, Watch and pray con- 
tinually, and wiſdom and power will deſcend into 
your ſoul.” To another he ſaid, Watch and pray.

March 8. „ O, ſaid he, I am happy! Help me 
to praiſe the Lord! You know the Apoſtle ſays, He 
is able to do exceeding abundant above all we can 
aſk or think.

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ot glory | no pain; no ſuffering I decline. God is. 
love! God is love] Glory be to God ! Glory be ta

March 9. Being much upon then nt; 1 heard 
him praiſing the Lord; and going to him, he ſaid, 
] have been exami: ui to fee, whether i have com- 
plained, or grieved under my ſufterings? O what 


in his arms ; O what a mercy that the Lord ſhouid 
call us! firſt you, and then me. Ve hen you was 
preaching ; tliat was an awaxening indeed. Ol am 
happy! Then he ſung, Glory be to God!“ 

March 11. He ſaid, «I have had a ſweet viſit from 
him. I know he will never leave me; no, the righ- 
teous ſhall have hope in their death.“ I heard him 
at prayer, praiſing the Lord; and attempting to ſing, 
«* O what a glorious company vhen faints and an- 
gels meet!” When I went to him, he ſaid, 0 I 
am happy! happy! happy! No doubts! no doubts !”? 

arch 14. Lo- day he ſaid, „I can truſt in the 
Lord; he is the ſtrength of my heart: and I will 
hclieve, he will be iny portion for ever. Glory be to 
him!“ About noon, one coming from //h:tby to ice 
him, he ſung, «Glory be to God ! Glory be to God 
] have a clear proſpest. Satan is not permitted to 
buffet me ! God is love! God is love] O keep union 
with Jeſus. Crowd in all the good you can! | want 
you near the Saviour.” After hie had enquired con- 
cerning ſome friends, he iaid, © hey lie near my 
heart. I can truſt God for thein all.“ He then add- 
ed, “My departure is at hand! I know it is. Lift 
up your hearts to heaven. le'p me to praiſe him! 
I have a ful! aſſurance of hope; a full aſſurance of a 
bright manſion. Glory be to god! If all the world my 
Jeſus knew, all the world would love him too.“ He 
alſo ſaid to ſome others who came to ſeg him, * ell, 
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Jam labouring on; get ready; get full ſalvation! 
tull ialvation ! a heart thorougiy puritied ; then there 
will be no doubts. O labour is reit, pain is eaſe : 
nothing is too hard for love ! Love can ſupport un- 
der the greateſt ſufferings. You ſee my tun is ſetting: 
at noon, and, glory be to God ! without a cloud.” 
March 15. Whatever he ſpoke now, was through 
ſtiffening lips and cold ſwears. in the morning he 
ſaid, „Ilie in his arms :”” and in anſwer to one who 
ſpoke of his ſufferings, he ſaid, « Afti3;ons is nought ! 
It is nought. He gives ſufficient ſtrength. I am 
waiting his ſummons. Seeing one troubled, he ſaid, 
t is the will of God I ſhould die. I am going to 
heaven. We thalþmeet above!“ 1 hen, with a raviſh- 
ed heart, and eyes lifted up, he ſaid, \\ elcome 
ꝛneſſenger] welcome meſſenger!” and fung, Glory 
be to God in the higheſt!“ 
March 16. He was not able to ſpeak ; but ſeemed 
ſweetly at reſt. A few hours before he died, the. Lord 
ſtrengthening him again, he faid, IJ am Happy! 
Happy! Happy! God is love! Houndleſs! Bound- 
leſs love! If I had a voice I would preach jeſus ! ſe- 
fas ! jeſus!” About ten o'clock I ſaid, My dear, 
do you believe you are going to jeſus ? © He falter- 
ingly ſaid, © es! es] and about a quarter paſt ele- 
ven he died without a ſtruggle, a groan, or a figh ! 


THE CONCLUSION. 


IN reading over this ſmall account of C. M. you 
dave the ſeyeral ſteps of that ſalvation, purchaſed by 
the blood of jeſus, and ſo earneſtly recommended to 
you in the Gofpel, ſet before your eyes. Firit you 
ſee him turned from darkneſs to light, by that re- 
penance which in a dying hour, he had no need to 
repent of. Secondly, he ſo believed in the Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, with. his heart unto righteouſneſs, as 
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conſtrained him to make confeſſion to ſalvation, 
He then could ſay without doubt, (hasing his eye 
fixt oa the bleeding jebis} tHe hach loved me, and 
given himſelf for me; becuuſe the fpirit itſelt bears 
witneſs with his ipirit, that his {ins were forgiven : 
and by the ſame. ſpirit he cried Abba Father, ray Lord 
and my God. I hirdly, he proved that God was 
not only faithful and juit to forgive tin, but to cleanſe 
from all unrighteouſneſs. Lie teit, to the joy ct his 
heart, ſuch a ineaſure of perfect love of Hd, as caſt 
out all ſervile tormenting fear: and it was his meat 
and drink to do the will of his heaveiuy rather. *: ct, 
although he experienced ſuch lengths and depins of 
the loving kindneſs of the Lord, yet he knew his life 
was a warfare. He had nced of the whole armour of 
God; he often wreſtled with principalities and p]. 
ers, and ſpiritual wickedneſs, in high places, as well 
as with fleſh and blood. But you ſce in all thefe 
things, he was more than conqueror, tt: ough him 
that loved him. I believe he deeply felt the import 
of that word, “ ithout me ye can do nothing :”” 
But his dear P.cdeemer ſpoke with power to his 
heart, Aly grace is ſufficient for thee.” So was he 
made, to his lateſt moment, gloriouſly to triumph and 
fing, Thro' Chriſt ſtrengthening me, I can do all things, 

Now, Reader, aſk your own heart, how tar your 
experience agrees with this which 1s. here ſet before 
ou; And firit, Have you ever repented of your ſins? 
Hows you ſeen, have you felt it a bitter thing, to fin 
aginſt God: Did you ever feel the guilt of your fin 
an intolerable burdea? W hen did it inake you groan 
for redemption in the blood of jeius; crying trom 
the bottom of your heart, (deeply conſcious that none 
could help you but God). Lord, I am oppreticd, 
undertake for me?” I fay, hen, and where did you 
wreſtle with God“ Lord fave, or I perith? God 
be merciful to me, a ſinter?” Has the prodigal's cry 
been breathed from your longing heart and lips? Late, 
chap. xv. ver. 18, 19. Acts, ch. xvi. ver. 30. Have 
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you taken up the words of the Jailor? If you liave 
thus repented before the Searcher of hearts; I nced 
not aikx, have you brought forth fruits nicet for re- 
pentance? you have ceaied to do evil, and learned 
to do well; you have come out from among the 
wicked, and are ſeperated from them; you have no 
more to do with the unfruitful works, or workers of 
darkneſs. 

I underſtand all this, and more is implied in that 
word, © Kepent and be converted, that your fins may 
be blotted out.“ 

Reader, have you this grace? If you have not, 
what wiil become of your ſoul! if you neglect this 
great ſalvation, how will you eſcape the damnation of 
nell? Hearthe word of God; Except yerepent, ve ſhall 
all like wiſe periſh. Be ye rich or poor, it you do not 
thus fall upon Chriit, and be broken, he will ano- 
ther day fail upon ycu, and grind you to powder, 

hat ſhall I fay to you who are thus repenting 
before the Lord; Hear what your Redeeiner ſaith, 
Come unto me ye weary heavy iaden'd finners, aud 
I will give you reſt. If thou can'ſt believe, thou ſhalt 
ſee the giory of God: Believe in tne Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, and thou ſhalt be faved:”* Think poor peni- 
tent, on the 1ucceſs the following ſupplicating lan- 
cuage had in the days of old. “ Jord, if thou wilt, 
thou can'ſt make me clean.” „If thou can'ſt do 
any thing, licip us.“ | 

How fared it with thoſe who thus ſtopped to beg 
at Chriſt's door? Did he ſay thou haſt ſinned too 
long? thy guilt is of too decp a dye? 1Zoit thou hear 
him upbraid? No; Iwill, be thou clean: Go in 
peace thy fins that are many, are all forgiven thee.”” 
When he bled upon the croſs, he fully ſatisfied for 
all your 1ins, and if you venture your ſoul upon this, 
God can, and will, be as well pleaſed with; you, as 
though you had never ſinned; he will wiper to 
your heart. “ am tliy ſalvation: Thus fliall you 
experimeinally feel and proclaim, he catteth out none 
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that come to him; and having the witneſs in your- 


ſelf, you thall joyfully cry, © Behold, God is toy (al- 
vation; the Lord jehovahis my ſtrength, and iny tong , 
he alſo is become my ſalvation.” 

But, Reader, if you do not thus believe in the Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, What will become of your foul when 
the Lord Jeſus comes to judge the ſecrets of all hearts 
by the Goſpel; When he deſcendeth in flames of tire 
to take vengeance on them that know not Cod, 
and obey not the Goſpel? Have you forgot that it is 
written, He that believeth ſhall be ſaved, and he tiiat 
believeth not ſhall be damned?“ O remember, where 
all unbelievers have their portion at laſt! ( Zzu4e chap. 
X11. ver. 46. „in company with hypocrites) where 
the worm dieth not, and the fire is not quenched.” 

Again, ſuppoſing you have fo believed in Chriſt E 
to be brought nigli by the blood of his croſs; Do you 
now feel the „ of his ſpirit? Do you now 
live by faith on jeſus? Is it deeply impreſſed upon 
your heart? He that believeth, (not he that believed) 
ſhall be ſaved!“ What ſays your faith to the tollow- 
ing Scriptures? “ He was naniteſted to detiroy the 
works of the devil. "The blood of jclus Chritt his 
Son clean:eth us from all fin. 1 will fave you from 
all your uncleanneſs. I will dwell in then, and 
walk in them, &c. If a man love me he will keep 


my words, and my father will love hin 21d wwe will 


come unto him, and make our abode with him. He 
that d c elleth in love dwelletirin God, and God in him. 
I will never leave thee nur forſake thee: He is 2 oaviour 
to the uricr:noſt, unto all thac come wato * ad by 
him. Now metliinks, if your faich is in exercite, yu 
are ſai ing in your heart, 1 have as god ground to be- 
lieve, he wili thorvaz!;;, purge the floor of my heart, 
cleanſe my ſoul fro:n ail tin, and perfect me in love, 
as i had to believe he would pardon and fu'di': my 
fins, Wel, een, wrettic with that God who hath 
ſaid, * Ope. © :outh we, and 1 will S ir: Aſk 
that em tw iy, tat your joy may be full; and 
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he will bon turn his hand upon thee, and 

away ail thy drots, and take away all thy tin, and 
whitper to thy foul, thou art all fair my love, there is 
no {pot in thee: fo ſhalt thou joyfully ſing, Chriſt is 
all the world to me, and all my heart -is love, and 
feel in thy meaſure, as He is, ſo are we in this world. 
This is that giorious, free, and full ſalvation, which 
is every belever's;privilege; and I dare not fay any 
man will be admitted to heaven without it: “ T or, 
withoutholinets, no man ſhall fee the Lord; yea, no- 
thing that defileth, nothing uncleat᷑ ᷑an enter the new 
Jeruialem. | 
as 1t not this mighty power of. ſaving faith which 
wrouglit in the heart of our dear Brother, in lite and 
death? hat elſe brought from his lips, in the nidſt 
ot his ſufferings, 1 feel no mutmyring wiſh, no will 
but gods It was this which adminiſtered to him * 
an abundait entrance into the everlaſting kingdom 
of our god. The longing deſire of my foul is, that 
the reading of this experience, may provoke us to 
follow hig as he followed Chriſt; till we hear him, 
tay, (Chriſt) Ent.r thou into the joy of #by Lord.
